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j BEAUHARNOIS 


It is a fortunate circumstance that the 
Belect committee of the House of Com- 
mons which has been investigating the 
Beauharnois grabfest was able to bring in 
a unanimous report. ‘The finding will on 
that account carry more conviction to the 
public, both as to the fairness of the re- 
port itself and as to the reaction of mem- 
bers of all parties to the nauseating dis- 
closures that have been made. 

One point is to be kept clearly in mind. 
The Beauharnois project is not a ‘fake’. 
There is possible at that point on the St. 
Lawrence river the construction of a 
hydro-electric plant developing enormous 
horse-power, and in connection therewith 
the digging of a canal that will form an 
essential link in the deep waterway sys- 
tem from the Lakes to the Atlantic. What- 
ever happens to the present company, or 
to any parties concerned in the piratical 
operations surrounding the flotation of 
the enterprise, the Beauharnois project 
should be carried to completion, and 
doubtless will be. 

The promotion of this entirely legiti- 
mate and most desirable enterprise was 
undertaken by a group of whom Mr, R. O. 
Sweezey was the most active member. 
Whatever criticism is coming to him, Mr. 
Sweezey is shown to be a man of brilliant 
parts, who got the undertaking actually 
under way and has been making notable 
headway in its construction. It is said 
that the plan itself is a masterpiece of en- 
gineering and that the work has been car- 
ried on in a highly efficient way. 

It was not in connection with the 
building of the plant that the circum- 
stances arose which have engaged the at- 
tention of the committee, but in connection 
with the promotion of the scheme and the 
securing of the necessary power from the 
federal and two provincial governments. 
At that point the Beauharnois project 
came within the orbit of certain politi- 
cians, and what they did to it has been 
made abundantly clear by their own evi- 
dence and that of others. Sweezey and 
his associates were simply “shaken down,” 
under the pretence that political influence 
was necessary if the power to carry out 
the project was to be secured, for money 
allegedly desired for use as political cam- 
paign funds. 

The immediate point in the commit- 
tee’s report is that the elimination of 
Senator Haydon and Senator McDougald 
from the Beauharnois undertaking is long 
overdue and that their prompt resignation 
from the Senate of Canada would be high- 
ly appropriate. 

With the presentation of the report 
parliament is confronted with the task of 
calling for a new deal which will free the 
Beauharnois project, as far as possible, 
from the overload of stock that does not 
represent money invested, and will secure 
the completion of the enterprise on terms 
fair to the public and to those who have 
in good faith bought its securities.

How 
many former citizens of the Republic have 
become citizens of the Dominion is not 
stated. They probably number twice this 
figure, and bring the total population Can- 
ada has drawn from the United States up 
to three-quarters of a million. 

On the other side of the account, the 
estimate is made that something more 
than a million Canadians and ex-Canadians 
are living in the United States; though 
this is only an estimate. The further in- 
teresting comment is added that it is be- 
lieved the total has recorded a decline 
since 1920. That period, it will be noted, 
includes the remarkable migration which 
occurred, and the still more remarkable 
migration that was said to have occurred, 
in the years 1921, 1922 and 1923. 

Canadians are inclined to think, and 
are sometimes encouraged by public men 
to think, that the great majority of people 
who cross the international border are 
headed south. These figures show that 
there is also a northward migration, and 
that the volume of it is comparable to the 
southward movement. And if the Wash- 
ington officials are correct in supposing 
there are fewer Canadians in the United 
States now than there were in 1920, the 
exiles must have been coming home in 
trainloads during the last two or three 
years.

EXPORT MARKETS NEEDED 

The British Columbia egg and poultry 
pool is demanding that one clause in the 
Australian trade treaty be cancelled; that 
which admits Australian eggs into Can- 
ada free of duty during the months of 
January and February. ’ 

This the poultrymen claim will cut the 
profits out of their business, since these 
are the months during which eggs bring 
the best prices. The interests of the Al- 
berta farmer in the matter are identical 
with those of the B. C. producers, and he 
will be affected by the mid-winter imports 
also if these are large enough to have any 
influence on the price. 

But if the price at which eggs are 
selling this summer is any indication of 
the prices next winter, the imports are 
not likely to be large enough to seriously 
disturb conditions. The Australians could 
not make any money shipping eggs into 
Canada at the present time, if the ships 
carried them for nothing. And the Bri- 
tish Columbia pool announced the other 
day that it was starting to ship eggs to 
a British market, at a price that was 
“fair”. 

Unless prices in Canada advance 
sharply, the Australians are likely to ship 
their surplus to Britain also, rather than 
to Canada. What the Canadian egg pro- 
ducers seem to need is more markets 
abroad, rather than more protection in 
the home market.

A nervous breakdown is not entirely 
due to a lack of adjustment to living 
conditions, but is predisposed by a lack 
of nervous resistance even in child- 
hood, There are neurasthenic types

Worry is probably the most import- 
ant single cause of nervousness and 
nervous exhaustion.

French Fried Potatoes 


Question; Mrs. B.@sks: “Will you 
please settle an argument? My sicter 
claims that French fried potetoes are 
fattening, no matter how prepared; I 
claim that they are not if prepared by 
plunging into boiling of] at 395 de- 
grees Fahr., which gives them a good 
brown crust, and when they are broken 
open they are dry like a baked potee 
to. Would not this handling dextrin- 
ize the potatoes the same as starch is 
dextrinized in Melba toast?” 

Answer: <Any carbohydrate food 
may be sald to be fattening if used 
in large quantities, but the French 
fried potatoes as you prepare them may 
be considered a dextrinized carbohy- 
drate similar to toast and not very 
attening if used in limited quantities. 
The trouble with most French fried 
potatoes is that they are improperly 
cooked at too low a temperature so 
that the oil soaks through the potato 
and makes it a greasy combination of 
ol! and starch. They should be cook- 
ed quickly, so that a brown crust 
forms on the outside preventing the 
penetration of the oil into the potato, 


Catarrh 

Question: M. K. asks: “Would you 
advise a very thin person to take a 
fast according to your general treat- 
ment in a long standing case of 
catarrh?” 

Answer: Do not be afraid of getting 
thinner on the orange juice fast as it 
cannot hurt you in any way, but will 
bring rapid results in the cure of your 
catarrhal troubles, Afterwards, leave 
out starches and sugars for a period 
of several months if you wish to en- 
tirely drain the system of all excess 
catarrhal mucus. 


Acid Fruits in Cystitis 


Question: R. W. M. asks: “Are 
strawberries or tomatoes harmful for 
one with a weak bladder?" 

Answer: Strawberries, tomatoes and 
other acid fruits must often be used 
with caution by those who have 
cystitis. This is not because the acids 
from the fruits actually pass through 
the bladder, but because they stimu- 
late the elimination of many toxins 
which are irritating. A fast on any 
of these fruits can usually be under- 
taken by anyone suffering from 
cystitis if the patient will use a large 
amount of water at the same time, 
taking as much as two or three gallons 
a day.
